An item in last week’s report of the Board of 
Trade meeting again brings to mind the fact that the 
Vulcan Lions Cliib has stepped out of the picture in 
so far as sponsoring the County Fair is concerned 
and that unless some definite action is taken very 
soon there will not be a Vulcan County Fair this year 

At the Board of Trade meeting, a motion jwas 
passed “favoring the formation of a county-wide ag¬ 
ricultural society with the view that such an organ¬ 
ization might sponsor the annual County Fair.” The 
Lions Club originally had this same idea but, when 
— the provincial' department of agricuture failed to of¬ 
fer any encouragement, did not proceed with it. 

Influencing the Lions decision to drop sponsor¬ 
ship of the fair was the realization that such an un- 
dertaking was simply too large in scope to be under¬ 
taken by one local organization of limited member¬ 
ship. We think the decision was a sensible one, for 
the Fair would have to expand and improve consid¬ 
erably in future and the Lions realized that, even 
with the aid of the Angican Ladies Quild in handling 
the suppers and fashion shows, it was getting too big 
, for them to handle. 

We think that a properly-organized, county¬ 
wide fair association is the only answer to the prob¬ 
lem of sponsorship. Despite the department of agri- 

-culture’s lack of enco urag ement, we think there are 

enough interested organizations and individual men 
and women in the County who, if properly ‘organiz¬ 
ed, could do a real job of putting the County Fair 
on a solid basis. 

Someone has to “get the ball rolling” if such tin 
organization is to be formed in time to sponsor the. 
1953 fair. If it’s the Board of Trade’s intention to 
actively encourage the formation of a fair associa¬ 
tion we might-point out that it’s a big task and the 
winter is quickly slipping away.

Representations by various women’s organiza¬ 
tions of the district, protesting against the parking 
situation in'Vulcan, prompted the town council to 
have the business streets marked off for angle park¬ 
ing and Lo allocate a truck parking area adjacent to 
the business section of town. 

These steps may have helped alleviate the park¬ 
ing problem to some extent, but a far gre ater im - 
provement in the situation would be obtained if the 
regulations concerning parking Were enforced. As far 
as can be seen, no attempt has been matte to enforce 
the regulations, particularly the one prohibiting the 
parking in the business area of trucks over a certain 
size. If this regulation is enforced, the designated 
truck parking area will prove totally inadequate. If 
this regulation is not enforced, the present parking 
congestion on Saturdays will continue. 

We think the whole matter has been treated too 
lightly by the town council. A sincere attempt to solve 
or at least ease the problem should be made without 
further delay.

Recommended Spring Wheat Varieties 


- (Lethbridge Exp. Station) 

Recently developed and recom¬ 
mended spring wheat varieties are 
tested every year bn the southerh 
Alberta district experiment sub¬ 
stations. other private farms, and 
the Lethbridge Experimental Sta¬ 
tion. The results from these tests 
are used When making any chang¬ 
es in the rec-ommendatfons for-the 
dilferent zones in southern Alber¬ 
ta. 

The spring wheat .varieties re¬ 
commended fqr Zone 1 the south 
eastern part of Alberta, are That¬ 
cher, Chinook and Rescue. The 
average yields for 5 years from 5 
stations for these varieties are 
21.6, 20.1 and 19.4 bushels per 

adre respectively. The average 
bushel, weights are Chinook 60.7, 
Rescue 59.3, Thatcher 57.1 popnds. 
Chinook and Rescue are resistant 
to wheat stem "sawfly but That¬ 
cher is not resistant to this insect 
pest. Thatcher has a stronger 
si raw and t herefore is more resis¬ 
tant to lodging. Chinook and That¬ 
cher ar% eligible for Grade 1 Nor¬ 


thern, but Rescue is eligible for no 
higher than Grade 3 Nor., because 
of lower baking and milling qual¬ 
ities The J varieties grow to 
aowut the s' “ie height and mature 
about the s^ji.e time’ with Chinook 
slightly earlier Jhan Rescue and 
Thatcher. 

For .Zona 1 2A and 2C, including 
Lethbridge arid High River, That¬ 
cher and Rescue are recommend*, 
ctl. The average yields foV these 
zones in bushels per acre are: 
Thatcher 36.0, and Rescue 33.6. 

For Zone 3A, the western.wheat 
growing area of southern Alberta 
taking in the Cardston and Fin¬ 
cher Creek areas, Thatcher and 
Saunders are recommended. Saun¬ 
ders is about 2 duys earlier mat¬ 
uring than Thatcher but it does 
not grow as tall as Thatcher. The 
jields of these 2 varieties are 
about equal in this zone.

It 
is known as a “click beetle’’ or "snapping beetle) be¬ 
cause of its habit of snapping the forepart of its body 
when placed on its back. 

LIFE HISTORY: Adults generally emerge from the soil in 
early spring. Female beetles, after wandering over the 
fields, return into the soil. Each female lays about 300 
eggs during May and June Depending upon soil firm¬ 
ness, tem perature ar.d moisture, the eggs are deposited 
at any' depth from just belmv the surface to 5 to 6 in¬ 
ches deep. The eggs soon hatch and the wireworms feed 
on seeds, germinating strain and tiiu*-roots and stems 
of grains and grasses. The wire-worms remain in the 
soil from 4 to 10 years before pupating in late summer. 
The pupae soon become adult beetles, which remain in 
cells until the following spring when they burrow out 
of the soil.
